Seek to Unify Efforts French 
and English Speaking Co-ops.

TORONTO, Ont.—Concluding late 
on the evening of Thursday, March 
27th, a strenuous three-day Annual 
Congress in the King Edward Hotel 
here, the Co-operative Union of Canada 
prepared the way to launch a vigorous 
program of action and education im 
behalf of member 
co-operatives across 
the Dominion. 


Well Attended 


There was almost 
full representation 
from every Pro- 
vince in Canada, 
with a large 
regis- 
tered visitors, in- 
cluding members of 
the recently organ- 
ized French-speak- 


‘ing counter-part of the Union, known 


as Le Conseil- Canadien de la Co- 
operation, from Quebec and New 
Brunswick, and a fraternal delegate 
from Newfoundland. ; 

Perhaps the most important item 
on the agenda was the subject of 
taxation of co-operatives. The Congress 
re-affirmed the position submitted to 
the Government of Canada in March, 
1946, namely, that the surpluses of a 
Co-operative are of such a nature 
that if, after necessary reserves have 
been set up, those surpluses are 
allocated to the members, they should 
be entirely free from taxatien in the 
hands of the co-operatives. 


Urge Income Tax Act Amendments 


With this position again made clear, 
the Union will urge upon the Dominion 
Government that the Income War 
Tax Act be amended: — 

(1) so as to remove the provision 
for a tax on three per cent of the 
capital employed; <- 

(2) so as to make provision for 

a co-operative to set aside necessary 

reserves and to withhold allocated 

dividends without the same being 

taxable in its hands; and i 

(3) to modify the present section 4 

(p) of the act so that membership 
of new co-operatives need not be in- 
dividual persons only, and that 
new co-operatives shall not be res- 
tricted to a minimum of twenty 
persons, and that the time for exemp- 
tion of a new co-operative from taxa- 
tion shall be extended from three 
years to six years.

LONDON, England.— What is the 
food situation in Europe, and what 
will be the nature of the problems to 
be faced between now and harvest 
time? The answers to these questions 
may perhaps be found in part in an 
examination of the facts and figures 
available from that hungry continent. 

As was announced as early as last 
fall, the British Government is willing 
to make further contributions towards 
solving the foreign exchange problems 
of the distressed countries after the 
cessation of the activities of the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion Administration. This will be 
done when the needs have been 
ascertained and decision will be taken 
by international agreement how the 
needs can be met. 

The United States, Canada, and 
other countries have agreed to this 
procedure. Meanwhile Britain has 
already given proof of her prepared- 
ness to help by the arrangement o f

CONSERVING A PRICELESS HERITAGE 


Not very widely noticed, perhaps, because the 
hectic month of March gwas packed with news 
much ' more “dramatic”, on the world scene, the 
conclusion of an agreement between the Government 
of the Dominion of Canada and the Government 
‘of the Province of Alberta to provide for the 
conservation of the watershed on the Eastern Slopes 
, of the Rocky Mountains, was nevertheless an event 
of very great moment indeed. 


To the Prairie Provinces, and to Alberta and 


Saskatchewan especially, the protection and en- 
hancement of priceless resources which is now to 
be undertaken in a thoroughly systematic way 


will bring vast economic benefits not only in our 


own time, but unto the third and fourth generation 
of the people of these ‘Provinces, and beyond these 
generations into an indefinite future. 

* * * 

Under the terms of the Agreement, the Dominion 
will provide $6,300,000 for capital improvements 
during the next six years, and, in addition, $300,000 
a year for maintenance and operation of the forestry 
protection and conservation force. ‘The Province 
of Alberta will provide $125,000 a year towards the 
cost of the enterprise. A Commission of three 


persons—two to be appointed by the Government! 


at Ottawa and one by the Government at Edmonton 
‘will be in charge of the protective policies, and also 
of reforestation and of silviculture—the culture of 
the forests. 
* * a 

While the agreement covers only 25 years, it is 
quite clear that no Government will wish to see it 
discontinued at the end of the time, because the 
work which the Commission will be required to do 
is vital to the economic life of these Provinces. 
Unless, in, fact, conservation be practiced on the 
widest possible scale on the Eastern Slopes of the 
Rockies, the time must come when all the construc- 
tive effort and money expended or to be expended 
in the various irrigation and stock watering schemes 
now in existence or to be developed on the prairies 
will prove to have been largely wasted. In the long 
run, without conservation, water for these under- 
takings will be deficient. 


The Agreement is particularly welcome to the 


farm people and to the farm organizations—the 


Federation and the U.F.A. and A.F.U.—whose 


Conventions during the past winter appealed to the. 


two Governments for action along the lines which 
have now been followed. Hon. J. A. Glen, Dominion 
Minister of Mines and Resources, and Hon. N. E. 
Tanner, Alberta Minister of Lands and Mines, 
and their Governments, are to be congratulated on 
their decision to undertake this sort of economic 
planning. 

The Province surrenders a little of her “sover- 
eignty”’, if that term may be legitimately used to 
describe the strictly limited autonomy of a Canadian 
Province. 

In this case the price is a small one to pay in return 
for fire protection, the conservation of moisture, 
and the restoration of Alberta’s forest wealth over 
a vast area. . . 

All capital expenditures will be met by the 
Dominion, and at least one-half of the costs of 
operation, because the benefits will be shared by 
other Provinces than Alberta—indirectly by the

VETERAN] CO-OPERATOR HONORED 

At the Co-operative Congress held in Toronto: 
last, week, tribute was paid t® that most doughty 
pioneer of the Co-operative movement in Canada, 
George Keen of Brantford. He was presented with 
a portrait of himself in oils, painted by Allan Good, 
tne son of that other valiant fighter for co-operative 
ideals and practice, W. C. Good, for many years 
the President of tne Union. 

When he retired last year from the General 
Secretaryship of the Union,~Mr. Keen had served 
for some 38 years in that capacity and as Editor 
of The Canadian Co-operator, which has appeared 
month after month since 1909—until January of: 
this year—a record, as has been pointed out, 
‘unsurpassed in duration or regularity by any 
co-operative magazine on the North American 
continent.” 

At a time when the Co-operative Movement in 
Canada is universally recognized as a powerful 
force steadily growing in weight of influence and in 
vigor and enthusiasm, Mr. Keen can look back 
with legitimate pride over the years of nis pilgrimage. 
As a young man he made his home in a land to 
which the philosophy of co-operation was new, 
and he came, by his single-minded devotion to that 
philosophy and its practical application, to sym- 
bolize the movement from coast to coast. All who, 
are privileged to know Mr. Keen, and especially 
those. who have had the opportunity of meeting 
him on many occasions down through the years, 
and thus have come to appreciate that blend of 
the idealism of the crusader with business judgment 
which is his special quality, will share, as we do, 
the feeling of Dr. M. M. Coady when he declares: 
in the last issue of Zhe Canadian Co-operator: ‘‘A 
swelling pride surges within me that George Keen’s 
name and place is secure.” 

They will recognize, too, as a well earned tribute, 
that of Norman F. Priestley, who has written in 
part: “In the Co-operative Movement we have 
occasion to be’ thankful for enthusiasm which 
does not wane with the passing years, but becomes 
mellowed and richer through experience. We have had 
this in extraordinary -degree-in the person of Mr. 
Keen. To that enthusiasm and that mellowness 
of experience have been added in his case a vigorous 
and discerning mind, a balanced judgment, and 
a truly co-operative attitude.” . .

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Prospects of Filling 
Bacon Contract with 
Britain not Bright 


Hog Population Is up, However— 
Feed Situation Hand to Mouth— 
Hint to Gardeners

OTTAWA, April 2nd.—Tha _pros- 
pects of Canada being able to fill its 
350,000,000 lb. bacon contract with 
Great Britain this year are still not so 
very bright. It is certainly a dis- 
appointing enough picture if we make 
our deductions from the record of 
inspected slaughterings for the first 
twelve weeks of 1947, which total 
only 949,008 confpared with 1,195,940 
in the corresponding 12. weeks of 
1946. <A similar decrease is noted in 
the cattle slaughterings for the com- 
pared periods, the total for the 1947 
period being 262,687 compared with 
375,010 in 1946. But these figures 
are to some extent at least quite 
misleading. The drop can be ascribed 
in the main at least to the storms 
this year that tied up traffic preventing 
a steady flow of livestock to markets. 
In the past fortnight a further bad 
storm in Ontario tied up traffic again. 

Other Side of Ledger 

On the other side of the ledger 1s 
the number of hogs on farms in 
Canada. In December, 1946, the 
number was slightly under 6 million, 
an increase of 2 per cent on December, 
1945, and there was also an increase 
in the number of breeding sows. 

Last year the beef contract with 
Britain called for the shipment of a 
minimum of 60,000,000 lbs. Actually 


the shipments totalled 184,000,000 


lbs. This year the contract is for a 
minimum of 120,000,000 and undoubt- 
edly this will be passed in the exported

Membership of Co-op 
Implements 50,000— 
Hold Annual ‘Meeting 


A membership of 50,000 was reported 
at the annual meeting of Canadian 
Co-operative Implements, Limited, in 
Winnipeg recently, by J. B. Brown, 
President. Proposals .for re-organ- 
ization of representation and distribu- 
tion of shares and dividends were 
considered, and left with the Board 
for final decision. Details of the 
contract with Cockshutt Plow Com- 
pany were discussed, and delegates 
inspected the co-operative’s plamy at 
Elmwood. Alberta Directors for the 
coming year are W. J. Harper and 
A. A. Davies.

amount, but with the acute food 
situation in Britain. which has been 
greatly aggravated by storms and 
floods, the amount of our meat ship- 
ments is of the greatest concern. 

From the point of view of food, 
the British are in a considerably 
worse way than they were at any time 
during the war. It may be felt that 
the British are not overly pleased at 
the announcement of the ending of 
meat rationing in Canada, but of course 
the fact is that when we had no meat 
rationing in Canada more meat was 
exported. ‘When there was an appeal 
by the Agricultural Department for 
the curtailment of meat consumption 
in Canada, particularly bacon, there 
was a ready and very satisfactory 
response. The use of bacon was cut 
by 50 per cent in Canada and it is to 
be noted that in the pork eating 
province of Quebec, the cut was 65 
per cent, 

At the present time meat of any 
kind is not so very abundant in the 
butchers’ shops in this country, and 
what is there is fairly high priced so 
that people of moderate incomes 
cannot get the best cuts. With the 
two meatless days a week continuing 
and with the suggestion that some 
meatless days should be inaugurated 
in the country, it may mean that there 
will be a considerable saving in meat 
consumption for the export market. 
At least that'is to be hoped. 

Feed Situat on 

Although the effect will not be felt 
immediately, the new prices for barley 
and oats will unquestionably provide 
more feed for livestock, although the 
increased prices will mean an increase 
in cost ‘of meat for the'domestic market. 
The feed situation at the present time 
is @ more or less hand to mouth 
proposition, and the long term ob- 
jective of the setting up of the new 
range of prices is to extend acreage 
not only to cover currentneeds but to set 
up a year’s reserve which would fill 
the requirements of a bad crop year. 
The demand for feed grain both in 
the East and West is heavy, and 
livestock producers in the East are 
dependent to a large extent on 
Western farmers. 

Last year there were 1,008,500 
acres sown to flaxseed in, Western 
Canada. The Dominion—Provincial 
conference recommended an increase 
of 49 per cent or a total flaxseed 
acreage of 1,500,000. Last year the 
price was $3.25 and this has been 
raised to $5.00 in 1947. It is to be 
noted that the intention of farmers 


in the United States is to increase. 


their flaxseed acreage by 70 per cent. 
With the seeding season about to 
start, conditions appear quite favorable 
as there is good moisture everywhere, 
and there is, according to agricultural 
authorities, ample seed of all kinds 
to meet sowing requirements, including 
vegetable seeds for farm gardens. 
Kentucky blue grass is the one seed 
which it is stated is not too abundant.

It appears to have a single- 
ness of purpose and a unity of 
action that is impressive. The 
reason for this’ is # fifst not 
apparent and, indeed, appears to 
be paradoxical. 


Fifth Largest Dairy Country 

Canada is the world’s fifth largest 
dairy country. But, although 
dairying is an industry depending 
on a highly specialized technology, 
and although Canada has used 
dairy technology extensively, our 
country has not contributed to 
technological knowledge a share 
commensurate with the size and 
importance of her dairy industry. 
Relatively little Canadian dairy 
research has appearéd, and there 
are no distinctly Canadian dairy 
processes. There has even been but 
small modification of adopted 
processes. Technologically speak- 
ing, we have lived parasitically off 


‘other dairy countries. 


Parasitism is a necessary con- 
comitant of youth, but becomes a 
rotting disease when continued 
into maturity. Canadian dairying 
has reached maturity, continues 
this parasitism and, yet, is strong. 
Therefore, that strength is in 
spite of, not because of, lack of 
technological creativerftss.

Future Hog Policy 

Up until recently many farmers, 
particularly in the coarse grain areas, 
were planning on increasing their hog 
production. As a result of the recently 
announced policy for feed grains, 
many are considering a change in 
their plans in favor of grains and not 
hogs. 

We cannot be critical of our farmers 
in this regard, as we realize that the 
present policy, whereby the purchaser 
of feed receives 25 cents per bushel 
more for his barley fed than the farmer 
who feeds his own grain, is unjust 
and most discouraging. 

In spite of this unfavourable condi- 
tion, one should stop and consider 
carefully the production of hogs in 
his farm set-up before adopting a 
straight grain policy... We must 
consider our position if the West 
experiences a few bumper crops along 
with good crops in other parts of the 
world. Will we be able to sell all of 
our grains? We must consider our 
position if Alberta experiences a frost 
resulting in large volumes of frozen 
wheat. What will be our position if 
we do not have hogs to consume these 
supplies?

been classed as the mortgage lifter. 
Statistics show that over the years, 
regardless of the price of grain or 
hogs, the relationship has been mostly 
favorable. The relationship is 
favorable today, so one should consider 
carefully before we jeopardize hog 
production in favor of wheat as being 
the easier method of farming. 

Britain needs bacon and to prove 
this, has agreed to an increase in the 
contract price on Sept. Ist. This will 
make the returns from hogs still more 
favorable. Then there is the fact 
that the present subsidy paid on feed 
grains is only on a temporary basis. 


_Farm Radio Forum.— Once 
again we have come to the end of the 
Farm Forum year, and from all 
reports, our forum listeners feel it 
has been one of the best. 

With a broadcast early in the season 
on farm beautification, we caught a 
glimpse of ‘what might be” had we 
the time, the money and the necessary 
materials. Then the broadcasts swung 
into the research field. Most farmers 
felt that research was covering the 
field fairly. well in Alberta, except 
for the economic branch. Listeners 
asked for research into farm costs 
and prices and marketing of goods. 
Also farm management. Here again, 
we find the emphasis laid on time and 
money—two things: we all seem to 
lack. 

Following this came a broadcast 
on Chemurgy. This really gave us 
some’ answers and a much broader 
view of the use of which agricultural 
pieeuote and by-products maybe 
put. 

_The New Year found the forums 
digging into such knotty subjects as 
International Trade, prices for farm 
products and labor relationships. 
Throughout the year each and every 
topic discussed threw ‘light on some 
major problem in this complicated 
business of farming. 

At the Provincial office, we received 
weekly reports from Forums all over 
the Province. These have been 
tabulated and compared, thus giving 
& very interesting picture of. farm 
opinion in Alberta. In this connection, 
we would like to take this opportunity 
to thank all those who did so faith- 
fully listen and report during the past 
year, 

In order -to acquaint more persons 
with the advantages of group listening 
and reporting, we are hoping to have 
a& series of Farm Forum conferences 
at different points in Alberta this 
coming fall. Until then, listen to the 
Summer Fallow’ program which can 
be heard each Monday night though- 
out the summer in place of Farm 
Radio Forum.

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Research Assistantship

problems in the field of chemical weed 
control, the Farm Service Department 
of the North-West Line Elevators 
Association has recently placed with 
the Division of Plant Science, 
University of Manitoba, a Research 
Assistantship, valued at $1,000.

Subsidies to Producers ° 


Interesting figures have appeared on 
the amount that has been paid to 
agricultural producers through sub- 
sidies’ arranged by the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture. From 
Sept. 1, 1939, to January 31, 1947, the 
total payments have been $351,476, 126. 
The largest item was $84,104,622 for 
butter-fat and creamery butter. Next 
on the list in amount was $79,821,521 
for freight assistance on Western 
grains, mill feeds, etc., to Eastern 
Canada, The third was $44,451,049 
on milk for fluid consumption. Hog 
premiums at $3 for Al and $2 for Bl 
grades later reduced to $2 and $1 
totalled $31,242,944. Payments under 
Prairie Farm Assistance because of 
etc., reached a total of 
$18,978,983. Subsidies on apples 


amounted to $14,409,632 and on milk 
for cheddar cheese $14,221,570. In 
all, subsidies were paid on 31 items. 
Dusting Seeds Before Planting 
The following hint in connection 
with vegetable and flower seeds is 
being given to home gardeners by 
W. H. Wright, chief seed analyst of 
the plant production service of the 
Agricultural Department at Ottawa. 
He states that dusting seeds with 
chemical compounds (to be obtained 
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in seed stores). prevents fungi and 
molds. When treating larger quantities 
of seeds, a glass jar or other air-tight 
containers should be used. The jar 
should be half filled with the seed, 
and then the dust added, and when 
jar is closed tightly, it should be 
shaken for about two minutes. Then 
the dust should be screened or sifted 
off and the seeds are ready to plant. 
He suggests that dust should be 
promptly washed off hands.

Mr, Parlby, who has 
been ranching in this district for 
about fifty-six years; and whose 
familiar figure on horseback has been 
seen around these parts for well over 
half a century, said. a few words 
expressing thanks and speaking of 
his long association with the U.F.A.

On her retirement from politics she 
was given the honorary degree of 
LL.D., from the University of Alberta.

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The Wheat Situation 


By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 


Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool 
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Spring is here and there is activity 
on the farms in Western Canada ‘in 


preparation for seeding time. Heavy 
winter snows resulted in flooding 
conditions in many parts of the 


Prairie Provinces: There ise ample 
moisture to get the crop away to a 
good start. A big wheat crop is 
badly needed as the world is very 
short of wheat. 

The United States has prospects 
of a wheat crop approaching 1 1/4 
billion bushels. It would be a fine 
thing if Canada could come through 
with a 500 million bushel crop. Wheat 
is going to be a scarce commodity 
throughout the world for another 
year at least. 

Last year Europe produced 1,350 
million bushels of wheat, which was 
320 million bushels below the 1935-39 
average. This year prospects are 
discouraging because of the damage 
to winter cereals on that continent. 

Expect Bigger U.S. Crop 

The 1946 world wheat production 
is estimated by the United States 
Department of Agriculture at 5,900 
million bushels. This total is 600 
million bushels larger than the short 
1945 crop, but nearly 100 million 
bushels below the 1935-39 average. 

Exports from North America are 
running substantially below last year, 
mainly due to the incapacity of 
transportation systems to move wheat 
to seaboard. . 

The inclusion of a substantial part 
of Eastern Europe in the Rugsian 
orbit has upset the traditional How 
of food on the continent of Europe. 
Normally the Danube Basin nations 
are wheat exporters. Short crops 
there have failed to supply surpluses, 
but even if surpluses were created it 
is questionable whether they would 
move to Western Europe. This leaves 
the wheat importing nations of Western 
Europe in a position where they must 
get their needs from overseas. 


In Asiatic Lands 

Asia’s 1946 wheat crop was very 
large, mainly because of China’s 
reported large outturn of 859 million 
bushels. Turkey is reported to have 

roduced a record crop in 1946, but 
ndia’s outturn of 332 million bushels 
was somewhat below average. 

The International Wheat Conven- 
tion being held in London, England, 
which aimed to rationalize  inter- 
national trade in wheat, has apparently 
run into a snag. Argentina, one of 
the big four wheat exporting nations, 
is said to have refused to be bound by 
any limitations on wheat exports 
or to submit to any fixed range of 
prices.

CALGARY STOCKYARDS, Mar. 
3lst.—Due chiefly to bad _ roads, 
receipts have been light; last week 
fewer than 1,000 head were marketed 
here, the lowest, for this time of year 
since 1939. Trade is active, with 
prices firm. Hogs are steady at $21.50, 
Grade A, sows $15.75 liveweight. 
Good lambs are $13 to $13.25, good 
ewes $6.50 to $7. Good to choice 
butcher steers are $13.75 to $14.50, 
down to $11.50 for common; good to

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EUROPE’S FOOD SUPPLIES 
(Continued from page 1) 


£8,500,000 grants and credits for 
relief and reconstruction imports into 
Austria. | 
Unbroken Supply Line Imperative 
In the UNRRA countries, the food 
situation is most ‘alarming, it has 
been pointed out in a _ statement 
issued in London, and it is imperative 
that supplying countries should con- 
tinue unbroken the food supply line 
to countries without foreign exchange. 
Staple crops from the 1946 harvest 
are being exhausted rapidly because 
the small volume of imports has 
forced these UNRRA countries to 
use up too rapidly home produced 


foods. 

UNRRA’s food shipments will 
end before the full effects of agricul- 
tural rehabilitation are realized. 
In 1946 UNRRA’sS food - ship- 
ments averted mass starvation, but 
in 1947 these shipments will end 
three months before the harvests 
are gathered. 

In Albania, UNRRA’s food ship- 
ments are practically exhausted. The 
crops were better last year than in 
1945, but disastrous 
serious losses in the early autumn and 
further help will be needed before the 
next harvest. Austria’s food position 
is still extremely critical. n spite 
of UNRRA’s shipments, rations for 
the normal’ consumer provided only 
1,200 calories a day until recently. 
In November they were raised to 
1,500 calories, but there is difficulty 
in maintaining even this meagre 
seale. The last UNRRA food was 
due to arrive in March. Byelorussia 
and the Ukraine suffered from drought 
last year; but their grain requirements 
are met from domestic sources and from 
other parts of the Soviet Union. 
There is,. however, an acute shortage 
of fats. UNRRA’s funds for food 
shipments are now exhausted. 


Czechoslovakia Picture Brighter 

In Czechoslovakia, the picture 1s 
brighter, since substantial progress 
in agricultural rehabilitation enabled 
that country to export sugar and also 


floods caused’ 
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potatoes and fresh vegetables from the 
1946. crop. But here too supplies of 
fats are very low, and considerable 
neon ‘are urgently’ required. 
UNRRA’s funds covered fat import 
requirements until about the middle 
of March. 

Greece, which even in normal times 
depends on grain imports, had quite 
a good harvest last year. Nevertheless, 
grain supplies were reduced to the 
barest minimum by the end of the 
year, and the UNRRA food budget 
is already exhausted. Now the Greek 
Government is drawing on its own 
slender exchange resources to fontinue 
grain imports, and large import needs 
will continue for the remainder of 
the current crop. year. 

Suspended Macaroni Ration 


In Italy, the regular ration of 
macaroni and spaghetti was suspended 
during December because of dwindling 
grain stocks. Thus it has been possible 
to continue the daily ration of nine 
ounces of dark bread for adults. The 
grain harvest, though much better 
than in 1945, fell far short of meeting 
the requirements for the whole year. 
Grain imports during the second half 
of 1946 were very small and about 
80 per cent of the commercial crop 
had been consumed by the end of the 
year. Supplies of sugar and fats are 
also very short. UNRRA funds 
were only sufficient to meet the needs 
for grain imports for about two months 
of the present year. 

In Poland, the grain harvest was 
actually lower last year than in 1945 
when it was possible to gather a 
partial crop in the West, sown by the 
Germans. Available UNRRA funds 
cover Poland’s needs during the first 
quarter of this year, but import 
requirements will be largest from that 
timé until the new harvest, which 
does not. start until September. 


NYugoslavia’s hope to achieve self- 
sufficiency in food this year was 
frustrated. by the drought in the 


Danube basin, which reduced _ the 
maize crop by about one-half. Imports 
of other foods, e.g. fats and sugar are 
also badly needed. UNRRA’s food 
shipments, already reduced to a 
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trickle since the middle of last year, | 


must soon completely end. ; 
Ration Maintained in British Zone 


The British Minister of Food stated 
that the British bread ration was safe 
provided there were no. hold-ups in 
the United States and Canada. The 
wheat allocation from U.S.A. for 
February was not all that Britain 
had asked for or would like, but did 
not affect the den (Hold-ups have 
ocecurred, result 
many—Ed.) 

Total U.S. grain allocations for 
February were 1,204,500 tons, the 
largest tonnage for any month since 
the beginning of the current season. 
Britain’s allocation was 91,000 tons. 
The largest allocation was made for 
the combined British and American 
zones in Germany with 305,810 tons. 
This relieved British anxiety about 
the maintenance of the ration in the 
British zone. eo 

Rice and The Orient 


Allocations of rice, totalling 
1,682,600 tons, have been announced 
by the International Emergency Food 
Council. India will receive 410,000 
tons, China , 245,000 tons, Malaya 
225,000 tons, Ceylon 200,000 tons. 
The rest goes to other countries; 
19,900 were left unallocated. 

The Council again emphasized 
that supplies of rice in the world 
are far below even minimum subsis- 
tence requirements of the nations 
where rice is the major element of 
thecr diet. The amount available 
for allocation is less than 50 per cent 
of the stated requirements of nations 
and areas for which allocations 
are recommended. The Council 
holds out no hope for a larger world 
export supply wn the second six 
months of 1947, and points out 
that the largest exports fall in the 
first half of the calendar year. 

_ As the latest World Food Appraisal, 
issued by the United Nations Food 
and Agriculture Organization, empha- 
sizes: “Even in the two decades 
before the war rice production in the 
Orient had failed to keep pace with 
the growth in the rice-eating popula-
